The dispute in the U. S. Senate over the ratification of 
President Trum an's appointm ent of David E. Lilienthal as chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission has many interesting 
sides. 
For one thing, the episode shows how little good faith there 
was behind the recent assurances of President Trum an that he 
was going to "co-operate" with the new Republican majorities 
in the two houses. 
Clearly, under the Constitution, the Senate has a voice in 
this appointment. It is not one of those which were left solely 
to the Executive. M oreover, the post is one of the most im ­ 
portant in the nation. The Atomic Energy Commission will have 
a great deal of money to spend, and a vast amount of influence 
in foreign and domestic affairs.
